“TTHEY told me th a t the Lincolns

had a baby at their bouse, 
and so I jest ran all the way down 
thar. I guess I was on hand purty 
early, for when I held the little 
feller in my arm s his m other said, 
'Be keerful with him, Dennis, fur 
you air the fust boy he’s ever seen.’ 
I aort o' swung bim back and forth; 
a little too peart, I reckon, fur 
with the talkin’ and the shakin* he 
soon began to cry and I handed 
him over to Aunt Polly, who wuz 
stendin’ by. 
‘Aunt,’ sex I, ‘U ke 
him; he’ll never come to mach,’ 
fur I’ll tell you he was the puniest, 
eryln’est little youngster I ever 
seen.’* 
Never come to much—that was 
the prediction made just 114 years 
ago 
at 
the 
cradle of 
Abraham 
Lincoln. 
Today we know the destiny that 
lay before the infant, and how it 
was to make a mockery of the 
backwoods p ro p h et 
But on that 
F ebruary day in 1809 when Den­ 
nis 
Hanks, 
cousin 
of 
Lincoln’! 
mother, uttered his prophesy in the 
cabin that m arked Thomas Lin­ 
coln’s clearing in 
the Kentucky 
wilderness, much could have been 
urged in defense of bis ju d g m en t 
There was nothing by which the 
gloomy Dennis might know this 
“puniest 
youngster," 
undisputed 
heir to Ignorance, poverty and iso­ 
lation, was to burst from the shell- 
like oblivion of bis environment 
Into the title and state of “the 
Greatest American." 
In fact had 
someone told Dennis that a passion 
for study and a love of learning 
were to bring about this miracle 
he 
would have scoffed. 
Dennis 
no student, and knew not the 
_______... .sr-— - -

power of study. 
Yet Lincoln be­ 
gan bis progress toward earthly 
immortality the day he learned the 
alphabet 


The Log Cabin School 
Lincoln was ten years old when 
he first went to school The school 
house, located about four miles 
from the Indiana farm to which 
his family bad migrated, was a 
structure of round logs, just high 
enough for a man to stand erect 
beneath the loft 
The floor was 
of split logs or “puncheons," the 
chimney 
of 
poles 
and 
clay. 
Greased paper on a framework of 
split boards formed the windows 
"Lincoln 
was 
always 
there 
early,” writes Nathaniel Grigsby, 
who attended the same school. "He 
was always at the head of his 
class and passed us rapidly In our 
studies 
He lost no time at home, 
and when he was not at work he 
was at his books. 
He kept up his 
studies on Sunday, and carried his

books with him to work that bs 
might read them as bs rested from 
labor." 
While Lincoln attended various 
schools between the ages of ten 
and seventeen and stood high in 
his classes, he was in point of 
regularity far from a model pupiL 
When funds were low in the Lin­ 
coln family, young Abe worked on 
the farm or for a neighbor. 
So 
frequent were these calls made 
upon him that It is estimated he 
never spent more than IOO full 
days In school in all bls life. 


Knew s Few Books Well 
Although It would be hard to 
find anyone who owes less to th# 
public school system than Lincoln, 
he was supremely trained in tbs 
college of lonely thought 
In his youth, his books were few. 
W eem’s 
"W ashington.” 
"Aesop’s 
Fables.” Bunyan’* “ Pilgrim's Prog 
ress” and 
the 
Bible constituted 
virtually all bis boyhood library. 


But these bonks be knew thoT 
oughly. 
Stretched at full length 
upon the floor, sometimes leaning 
on bls elbow, more often lying on 
his back with an upturned chair 
for a headrest, he studied by the 
light of glowing logs. 


Wrote Down What he Learned 
Lincoln 
had 
no 
knowledge of 
psychology or pedagogy to guide 
him in forming habits of study. 
Yet he recognized clearly that he 
who would grasp and hold secure 
a new idea must Immediately find 
words In which to express I t 
So 
It was his constant practice to re­ 
duce to writing any new th5nar he 
learned. 
Near at hand as he re­ 
clined by bis log fire was the blade 
of a wooden shovel, 
fj, served bim 
as a slate. 
When every available 
Inch of it had been used. he shaved 
away the surface with drawknife 
or plane, obtaining a new white 
surface for bis charcoal crayon. 
On the walls of his cabin he chalk­ 


ed the things be needed for fu­ 
ture reference. 
After an adventurous experience 
In tho Black Hawk War. Lincoln en­ 
tered the grocery business at New 
Salem as partner with William F. 
Berry. 
He also served as postmas 
t*r. 
The store was far from a 
profitable venture and bls revenue 
as postm aster was small. 
It was 
while he was earning a scant and 
uncertain support with the assist­ 
ance of any odd Jobs that cams 
to hand that he found an oppor­ 
tunity to learn surveying. 
Trained Himself as Surveyor 
Again we find him employing tbs 
methods 
of 
homo 
study. 
With 
to n s slight help from a friendly 
schoolmaster, be mastered every 
book on the Intricate subject with­ 
in reach. 
Day and night be stud­ 
ied. 
8o Intensely did 
he apply 
himself that friends were alarmed 
at his haggard looks. 
What would 
have required six months' study 
on the part of the average person.
